H E moft dangerous Enemy 
to the native Freedom of 
our Reafon, the mott abfolute 
~and unbounded Tyrant over all 
our Actions. is that Creature of 
our own Indolence, that Child of 
Sufferance, Cuffom. This, when 
once eftiblifhed, becomes not 
Only a powerful, but an eternal 
Sovereign over us, and with the 
Generality of the World ftands 
in the Place of Law, Power, 
Authority, and Religion ; in 
fhort, of every thing that hasa 
Right to be reverenced and o- 
beyed. 
The Beginnings of this unli- 
mited Power are, however, {mall 


and unobferved, it feizes flily 
and treacheroufly on Authority, 
and plants itfelf by little and little 
unobfervedly, and as it were in- 
fenfibly, with an humble, and 
often a foothing, or evena pleaf- 
ing Beginning ; but when it has 
firinly fettled, and by the Help of 
Time thoroughly eftablifhed its 
Power, it at once throws off its 
original foit ard pleafing Afped, 
puts on in its Place all the Ter- 
rors of a furious and tyrannick 
Sovereign; and brow-beats us out 
of all Power or Liberty, even to 
dare to think againft its Orders. 
Hence it takes from every fleet- 
ing Hour new Strength, and 
{wells into an eternally additional 
Greatnefs ; like a River, which, 
at its Source, a Man may ftride 
over, but as it rolls over an Ex- 
tent of Country, and receives 
continual Supplies aud Increafe 
from a thoufand Springs, becomes 
at length great and terrible, and 
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with refiftlefs Violence, bears 
down every thing before it. 

Nothin, can be more ftrange, 
or more amazing than the Man- 
ner in which this i yrant of the 
human Mind, has exerted its 
Power among the different Na- 
tions of the World ; in different 
P sts of which, there is nothing 
{y ilrange, nothing fo feemingly 
contrary to Reatfon, but it is 
fome where or other authorized, 
and made facred by it. 

No one of all the Crimes we 
are fubject to commit, is in it- 
felf fo thocking to our very na- 
ture as Murder; and no \lurder 
fo horrible as Parricide: Yet this, 
nay even this with additional 
Circumitances of and 
thefe fuch as we cannot but judge 
even more detefizble, more 
fhocking to our Nature, than 
the very Crime itlelf ; this un- 
controulable. this lavage Ty 
rant, Cufiom, hos mtroduced in- 
to the Piactice of whole Nations, 
nay, made an Act of Reverence 
and filial Piety 

This, however, and a thou- 
and other leffer Inftances of the 
unbounded Power of Cutiom, 
give the Generality of the World 
no Trouble, in accounting for, 
or reafoning about them: The 
Vulgar fet themfelves above all 
fuch | mployinent of their Minds, 
and make fhort Work with all 
thefe foreign Cutioms, by de- 
claring every thing Barbariim 
and Folly, that does not fall in 
with the Round of their own 
Thoughts ; or, in other Words, 
with the Manners and Cuftoms 
of the Place where they live: 
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Where ’tis the Cuftom to wear 
the Hair long and loofe, a Beau 
ina Big Perriwig is a Montfter, 
and attracts the Eyes of a thou- 
{and gaping Idiots ; and, on the 
contrary, where ’tis the Cuftom 
to wear the Bag, a flowing Head 
of Hair rolling in Rinvlets over 
half the Back is laughed at. 
But the Moralift judges not thus, 
he dures diffent fiom the Opi- 
nions of the Vulgar, not only 
in things of this kind, which «re 
in thenfelves trifling and idle, 
but can view with on impartial 
and judicious Eye, i es of the 
ffecis of this univerlal Power as 
appear in themfelves moti detef- 
table, moit impious, aid fhock- 
ing ro our very Nature ; and in 
reatoning candidly upon thefe, 
finds, that to judge wiih our na- 
tural Prejudices about us, is ever 
to jaage partially, but that di- 
veied of thete, we fhall find 
that what appear to us, even the 
very wortt of the Culiom: of the 
moit barbarous Nation., fuch as 
to be mott favage, moft 
horrid, and motft contriury to all 
Reafon ; if not abfolutely right 
and better than our own are, 
yet at leaft not wholly void of 
Reafon, but that the wiler of 
the People, who pradiile them, 
may have much to fay in their 
Defence. 

Let us in this View fix upon 
the moit horrid of all other Cuf- 
toms, that of a large Nation in 
the World, who at a certain 
Age made it an Act of Piety 
and Duty, to kill and eat the 
Bodies of their Parents: And if 


we find, that any thing can be’ 
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{aid in juftification of this ; let it 
- Jearn us, that we have certainly 
no Right to condemn any of the 
others, without a fair and im- 
partial T'rial. 

I need not, on this Occafion, 
recount the thoufand Reafons 
ae fhould urge for the Detettae 
tion of fuch a Practice; every 
one, who but remembers that 
he ever hada Parent, will feel fuf- 
ficient Emotions in his own Heart 
to teftify the general Horror of 
it: But, on the contrary, let 
us, on the Part of thofe who 
practifed it, confider that power- 
ful Cuitom had taught them to 
look onit, as an A& of Piety and 
Affection. They confider’d it, 
we may be affured, asa dutiful 
and kind Action, to relieve their 
Parents from the Pains and Trou- 
bles of a burthenfome Age, and 
remove them to eternal Kafe and 
Happinefs; and when they had 
done this, efteem’d their own 
Bodies the moft honourable and 
noble Sepulchre in which they 
could intomb their Reliques ; 
where inttead of mouldring into 
Dutt, or being burnt to worthlefs 
Afhes, they were in a manner re- 
vivified, and regenerated, and 
enjoy’d by this Act of their Ai- 
fection a fecond Life in their 
own Fliefh. 

Thefe Reafons the Moralift is 
free enough to confider, in Ins 
impartial Way, as Arguments 
which can only lofe their Weight 
with thofe who are itrongly pof- 
fefled with ‘another Opinion ; 
and when he hears an Europecn 
exclaiming againit the Barbarity 
and Horror of them, can, in his 
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Mind’s Eye, behold an honett 
and untutor’d Jadizn exprefs in 
no lefs itrong Terms, his tiorror 
and Abomin:tion of, as he would 
call them, our favage Cultoms. 
How can my honeft and affecti- 
onate Heart, cries he, bear to 
fee the Author of my Being, the 
Guide, the Preferver, and In- 
ftructor of my Youth, the Man 
to whom alone I owe, that I 
am, and what I am, languifh 
before my Face in Pain, Infirmi- 
ties, and Mifery, from which I 
know he cannot be relieved, but 
muft wait for Nature’s cruel and 
flow Period, and daily for Years 
together lament his Miferies be- 
fore me? Can I fee this, and 
by the Effe& of a brutal and in- 
human Cuftom, tye up my friend- 
ly, grateful Hand from giving 
him Relief ? Or, when a Series 
of Torments have at length re- 
leafed him, can J commit that 
Fleth, of which Iam myfelf a 
Part, to be buried in the Earth, 
to be left to Stench and Rotten- 
nels, to be the Food of Worms 
and every hateful Infect? No ; 
let me act the Part of a Son to 
him, who has fo aéted that of a 
Father to me, at once relieve 
him from his Miferies, and make 
him live again a Part of my own 
Body ; that ‘o my Son hereafter, 
performing the fame At of Piety 
to me, 1 may make him fome 
Amends for all I have received 
from him, and for that he gave 
me Being, give him Immortality. 
Such as thele, we may imagine, 
were the Sentiments of the gal- 
lant dedicn, whom all the Pro- 
mifes and Chreatnings of Darius 
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Could no more prevail with to fee 
the Body of his Parent burnt, 
and reduced to Smoak and Afhes, 
than with his own Soldiers to 
jmitate the Praétice of the Jn- 
dians, and eat theirs. 

Such then is Cu/fom, fuch its 
unlimited Power in the various 
Nations of the Earth: And, a- 
mong ourfelves, thofe, who fay 
it is a fecond Nature, {peak too 
flightly of it: Its Authority lofes 
indeed the Appearance of Con- 
troul by ufe; but if we come 
itri€tly to examine into things, 
we fhall find, that in a thoufand 
Inftances it conquers Nature, and 
all our Paffions. Why is it, for 
Inftance, that the Charms of the 
molt beautiful Women have no 
Power upon their Fathers or their 
Brothers ? This Chattity is not 
of Nature, but of Cuitom mere- 
ly ; Law and Religion make In- 
ceft an Act of Horror; and Cuf- 
tom, on the Strength of thefe, 
has taught us, when looking at 
our near Relations, to forget 
that we are Men, or that they 
are Women. 

Cuftom is able not only thus to 
trample on Nature, and the 
ftrongett of its Pafiions, but it has 
a Multitude of good and bad 
Effeéts befides ; it overcomes all 
Dificulties, makes a thoufand 
things eafy that feem Impofiibill- 
ties, fweetens and foftens the 
bittereft Aflictions, and gives, by 
this means, Eafe in all our Troue 
bles. But we are to obferve al- 
io, that the fame Cuftom matters 
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and tyrannizes over our ver 
Souls, our Beliefs, and Jude. 
ments, with a moft unjuft and 
unequal’d Authority ; it does and 
undoes ; authorizes and condemns 
whatever it will, without, nay 
often contrary to Reafon; and 
too irequentiy ellablifhes Cpini- 
ons and Actions moit ignoble, 
and unworthy of our Reafon, 
and bears down and deftroys fuch 
as are truly great and honourable, 

Our great Caution againit the 
Ills a:tending this tyrannical Ra- 
ler of our Minds, is to guard a- 
gainit it betimes. Péato chiding 
a Youth for a too inordinate 
Love of the boyifh Plays, was 
anfwered, That he was too fe- 
vere, and chid him for things of 
{mall Moment. ‘To which that 
divine Philofopher reply’d, with 
this moit valuable and memorable 
Sentence, Child! is not a 
thing of fmall Moment. This 
let us eternally remember to in- 
culcate, and at the fame time 
ever to reverence the Laws and 
Cufloms of our Country, were 
it only merely becaufe they are 
fo: Thefa let us ever applaud in 
Publick; and if there be in them 
any ihing unworthy a good cra 
wife Man’s Approbation, diffent 
from them in private only, and 
keep our Objections in our own 
Breatls ; ever remembering that 
a wile and good Man will always 
act as if under the Government 
of Laws and Cultoms, tho’ there 
were no fuch thing as Laws and 
Cuftoms in the World.

In the Worid. 

[ pafs over thofe who call the 
Perfons, who on this Occafion 
fuffer the Sentence of the Law, 
by the glorious Name of Martyrs: 
Thefe, every Man of common 
Senfe knows how to defpite ; 
and eer Friend and: Lover of 
his Country ‘nnot but look up- 
on with Detellation ar nd Abhor- 
rence, But the reople, I com- 
plain of here, are thoie one eve- 
ry where misets with now in 
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Laws againft Rebels, now Res 
beliion is over, and they are no 
longer afiected by the Terrors 
they dhook with a T'welvemonth 
ago, 

t would fain recommend it to 
thefe tender-hearted People, to 
confider the Crime, as well as 
the Panifhment of thefe unfor- 
tunate Perfons; to think with 
what Compofure and juft Calm- 
nefs of Mind, they can at any 
Time hear of the Execution ofa 
Strect-robber or Pickpocket, then 
impartially to look bac upon the 
Crimes of the Malefactors, and 
the horrid Confequences that, if 
they had not been tiopt as they 
were, muit have attended them 3 
and, finally, to think of what 
muit have been their own Cafe, 
hed not the Progrefs of this hore 
rid Rebellion been fo glorioufly 
ftopt. Ory, if an uncertain scene 
of Terrer cannot enough affect 
them, let them look back upon 
the very Crimes for which they 
fuffer, and call into their View 
the Dévattations, Robberies, and 
Murders they have committed 
in that uuhappy Part of the 
Kingdom which was the Seat of 
the War; and, finally, to fay, 
W hat are the Deferts of thofe, by 
whom 4a Garduer, ard a long 
Cre. of Heroes, fell for our 
Sakes, >and in Defence of all 
that is dear and valuable to us. 

What not a little contributes 
to this falfe Pity, and general 
Didike of that wahich every ho- 
nell, every thinking Man cannot 
but approve, Lam apt to believe, 
is, that the Number of Friends 
1nd Kelauoas of thefe unhappy 
Per- 
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Perions, every where inculcate 
and enforce thefe Sentiments. 
I cannot but acknowledge this 
to be natural enough. But I 
am grieved to think, that any 
Englifhman can but even feem to 
with the Safety of his Country fa- 
crificed to that of his Friend, his 
Brother, or his Father, rather 
than the Life of a guilty Father, 
Brother, or Friend, facrificed to 
the Safety of his Country. 

The Englith were once a Race 
of Heroes, a Nation of true Pa- 
triots, who fet Examples to the 
World of Honour, of Honetty, 
and true Heroifm. I bluth to 
think upon the very Name of 
our Forefathers, when I reflect 
upon this Degeneracy of Senti- 
ments in their Children. And 
though, for myfelf, I am rea- 
dy to own, that | could not re- 
joice in, or even fee with Calm- 
nefs the Execution of thefe Ene- 
mies to our Happinefs; yet I 
am far from lamenting them, or 
arraigning the Juftice of their 
Sentence: Nay, I cannot but 
look on even what I have ac- 
knowledced in regard to myfelf 
on this Occafion, as a Proof of 
that very Degeneracy [am com- 
plaining of, and wifhing to in- 
culcate into my own Mind, and 
much more into that of thefe 
Murmurers, more juit and noble 
Senuments. And, if this 1s not 
to be done by a keview of the 
Adiions of our own gallant An- 
ceflors, let it be to our Shame 
by thofe of other great and 
fam’d Communities, the Mem- 
bers of which have left us a 
thoufand Inflances of how little 
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they regarded the Life of 2 
Friend, in Comparifon with the 
Good and Honour of their 
Country, and how readily they 
facrific’d even the neareft Relas 
tion it. 

How ought an Englifh Ma- 
tron, who is lamenting the Fate 
of a degenerate Son in this nas 
tional Calamity, to bluth at the 
Remembrance, (for inflance,) of 
the Story of Damatria, a fam’d 
and noble Spartan Lidy, who, 
when fhe had been informed that 
her Son had not fought againft the 
Enemies of his Country, as became 
a Lacedemonian, on his Return, 
met him with an eager Step, and, 
at the Door of her own Houfe, 
flew him with her own Hand, 
proud to declare to the World 
her Shame and Sorrow, that fhe 
had been the Mother of fuch a 
Son. What would the truly 
great and heroic Soul of this 
noble Matron then have refolv- 
ed? What Death would fhe 
have thought too horrid for this 
degenerate Youth, if he had done, 
as thefe unhappy Perfons have, 
rifen in open Rebeilion againtt 
his Prince, and arm’d_ himfelf 
to diftrefs his Country, and o- 
verthrow the Laws of Sparta? 

If there be a Man amongtt 
us, who alfo laments a Son in 
this unhappy Situation, and 
blames the Severity of the Laws 
executed on him, let him Jearn 
to filence his unworthy Accufa- 
tions, by remembering the fa- 
mous Story of Brutus, who, as a 
great and good Man, could not 
but be a good and tender Father, 
yet fentenc’d his Sons to an ig- 
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nominious Death, only for an 
Intent to deftroy the Peace of 
their Country. 

Let this famous Inflance plead 
alfo agvinit thofe who would 
urge the Cruelty of the Laws 
in regard to fuch of thefe Per- 
fons, againit whom no Aéts of 
Murder or Rapine are actually 
prov’d. And it we would indeed 
raiic ourfelves to a true Pitch of 
Romin Greainefs ; if we would 
teach the Nation in the ftrongelt 
Terms, the Reverence and Honour 
which true Patriots owc to the 
Law, of their Country, and the In- 
difference with which they ought 
to tee the Executions of thofe who 
were guilty of «ny Preach of 
thein, tec us imprint deeply in our 
Hearts the itern Reiolution of 
the old Titus Mentius. 
inform us, that this noble Ro- 
mon, When Contu!, had once u- 
fued out an Order, That no ove 
in the Army fhould draw a Sword, 
but at his Command; and that, 
almott immediately after this, it 
happened, that Genutius Metius, 
a young Hero in the Enemy’s 
Service, iffued boldly from their 
Ranks, and cail’d out the only 
Son of Menlius to fingle Com- 
bat. What fhould this young 
and noble Roman do on this Oc- 
cafion? The Command of his 
Father was abfolute againft his 
fighting ; but his Heart glowed 
within him, at the fame Time, 
to think, how it muft brand his 
Country with Infamy, for a Ro- 
man, and a Conful’s Son, not to 
fight, when challeng’d : In fhort, 
Youth, Honour, native Courage, 
and Nobility of Sou], the Re- 


nown of his Father, and Honour 
of his Country, would not fuffer 
him to let his Enemy fay, That 
he had challeng’d the Son of a 
Roman Contul, who dard not 
fight him. Urg’d by all thefe 
noble Reafons, the young Mzz- 
dius, with Tears for his Difobe- 
dience of his Father’s Orders, left 
at length the Ranks, and met 
his Adverfary. The whole Ro- 
man Army was Witnefs of the 
Combat, and the glorious Youth 
foon laid the Challenger dead at 
his Feet, and received, in return, 
three general Shouts of Accla- 
mation from the Army. But 
what was the Refolution of the 
Father on the News? Ihe Pa- 
triot and the Roman fo far out- 
we ghed the Father in him, that 
he {ent for his Son, and {poke to 
him in this manner : 

Son, (faid he,) believe not but 
that I rejoice greatly in thy 
Glory, and yet more in the Ef- 
fects of thy Victory ; fince by 
it thou hatt dimiatfhed, by one 
Youth, the Enemies of thy 
Country. But think, alas! that 
in obtaining this, thou hait dif- 
obeyed the Commands of a Ro- 
man Conful, and broke through 
the Order to be kept in War, 
which has ever been one great 
Means of all the Romaz Glory. 
Thou haft, by this Acton, 
brought me to this fad Alterna- 
tive, that I mult either forget 
the Dignity of my Office, and 
the Honour of the Rowan Name, 
or deprive myfelf of what, as a 
private Man, is my dearett Plea- 
fure, my only real Happinefs, 
What, in this Cafe, becomes a 
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Romen Son, but that, as thou, 
and not the Commonwealth, hatt 
offended, we, and not the Ho- 
nour of the Commonwealth, 
for it. Farewel, 
my Son, for ever. Meet thy 
Death, as a Ramen ought: In 
the Vor!d hereafter, may we be 
eternal and infeparable Fricnds! 
But here, Jet thy Death, by my 
Sentence, teach our Fellow Ci- 
tizens, that a Roman Coniul is 
to be obey’d. 

The Youth, ofter a tender 
Farewel, fuffered, with a glori- 
ous Keiolution, the Sentence ; 
and, with hi- dying Breath, zp- 

lauded his Father’s Refolution. 

Whatever Grief the human 
Mind cannot but feel on this 
Relation, I cannot help however 
concluding my Letter, with moi 
heartily wifhing every Biiton a 
Maenfius in the fame Circum- 
ftances.

OGolher 18, from on board the 

Bofion Galley in Quiberon Bay, 

by one who was an Eyve-Witnefs 

of all thet paffed, gives the 
moft perticulur and intelligible 

“account of the late Expedition 

on the Coaft of Britany that 

has yet been pubitfaed, we thought 
st would not be unacceptable te 
our Readers, 

SIR, 

Opportunity thet 
could offer Ihave made ufe 
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of to fend you the Particulars of 
our Expedition. 

On Saturday, Settember 20, the 
Troops landed at Qurmper lie Bay, 
A Party of French tiorfe, to the 
Number of 4 or sco, endea- 
voured to oppofe their landing ; 
but the Gencral ordered that the 
Boats fhould make a Feint to 
Jand in Sight of the Enemy, but 
on a iudden to row away to a- 
nother Past, which thev did, and 
had their Men landed and drawn 
up before the Fireach Forfe could 
come down upon them. Our 
Men drawing up fo expeditioufly, 
the Frewh yan away ; but they 
having two Guns mounted onthe 
Side of the Bay, with a Defign to 
play upon the Beats, a Party of 
Soldiers was ordered to take 
Poffciion of that Piece of Ground, 
together with the Cannon, which 
they accordingly did: The Pieces 
were Brafs, between fix and eight 
Pounders. ‘This Day we got our 
Grafs Cannon afhore of three 
Pounders, with Ammunition and 
Stores, and form’d the Artillery 
Park on a rifing Ground, to have 
the Command of the Country. 
The Artillery was left under the 
Command of their Officers, join’d 
with a Body of Marines. 

Sunday, September 2%, the Ar- 
my marched in two Columns to- 
wards Phymieur ; the Highlanders 
and Royels to the Right, Frazp- 
to's, Richbell’s, Harvrifox’s and 
Brags’s to the Left, In marche 
ing towards the {own they had 
a Skirmifh, but with a trifling 
Lofs. Upon being fummoned, 
the Town agreed to furrender, 
and fiffered the Troops to come 

to 
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to the Entrance thereof, but they 
fired upon them. ‘The General, 
for fuch Ufage, fuffered the 
Town to be plundred for five 
Hours, and fuch Ufe was made 
of that Time, that no valuable 
Commodity was left therein. 
The Churches they ftripped of 
their Ornaments in Images and 
Plate; their Golden Gods were 
loft, even the Bells were thrown 
down from Steeples, and many 
Granaries deltroyed. 

Oa Monday, the Army march- 
ed in one Column from P/y- 
micur to a Hill about a Mile and 
a half diftant from Port / Orient. 
"Twas on this Hill the Deputy 
Governor for the King, the De- 
puty Governor for the India 
Company, and a Brigadier, came 
with a Flag of Truce, and offered 
to furrender the Town, on Con- 
dition that the Inhabitants fhould 
be unmoleited, no Houfes plun- 
dered, their Magazines to be {e- 
cured to them, and to pay for 
whateve we had. ‘The General 
made An{wer, that he fhould enter 
he Town on no other Terms than 
did Ghent and 
Bruges. He gave them three 
Hours to fend an Anfwer, which 
they did with a determined Refo- 
lution, not to furrender the 
Town on any fuch Terms. 
On this Ground the Army re- 
mained till Wednefday, wien they 
marched down towards tlie 
Town, the French firing at them 
very briskly. This Day the 
Men were employed in making 
Fafcines for a Buttery, which 
they compleated by Niglit, the 
General in the mean time fending 
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nemy. Upon our firft Approach 
towards the Town we heard two 


Guns fire, which we took to be 


fignal Guns, for in an Inttant 
we perceived a large Body of 
French iffue out on the Side of the 
Town near Port Louis, to the 
Number of about two hundred 
Men, which we imagined had a 
Defign to cut off the Communi- 
cation between the Army and Ar- 
tillery. The General having 
Notice, ordered two Battallions 
to march to fecure a Pafs, and 
prevent the Enemy’s Delign. 
‘This Day there were fome Skir- 
mifhes, but with little Lofs. At 
Night the Engineers were em- 
ployed in making a Battery, and 
compleated it by Téur/aay Morn- 
ing, when the twelve Pieces and 
a Mortar, with Ammunition and 
Stores, joined the Army. This 
Day the Battery opened, firit by 
throwing two Shells to find the 
Diflance, then playing away 
with the four T'welve-Pounders ; 
in the Afternoon they threw {e- 
veral Shells and Carcafles into 
the Town; the Enemy continu- 
ing to fire at us from four Bat- 
teries, which were of Twelve and 
Twenty-four-Pouuders, beiides 
fome Guns from their Shipping, 
which they brought to flank us ; 
they fired a great many double- 
headed and Grape Shot, and old 
rufty Nail, at us. 

On friday Evening we gave 
over firing, and every (hing was 
carried on inthe moil fecret \ian- 
ner for the Reweat: We took 
Advantage of the Night, march’d 
off iuddenly and unperceived. 
The Roads being bad, and for 
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Want of Men, we were obliged 
to leave the four Pieces of Can- 
non, the ten Inch Mortar, with 
Ammunition and Stores, behind 
us. The Men marched Knee 
deep, never encamped, but lay 
under Arms every Night, going 
through fuch exceflive Fatigues 
of Cold and long Marches, that 
Numbers fell fick ; fome Marines 
and Sailors were left behind, and 
were taken Prifoners. Providence 
favoured both our Landing and 
Retreat; for we lay in a Bay 
quite open to a South Welt Wind, 
which is the worft Wind that can 
blow in the Bay of Bz/cay; no 
fooner had the ‘Troops got on 
board, but there fprung up a 
Gale at South-Weit, which, if 
we had continued afhore fome 
few Hours longer, not a Man of 
us but would have fallen into the 
Hands of the Enemy. 

The Artillery was left under the 
Command of a Lieutenant, with 
a Party of twenty Men joined to 
a hundred Marines. By Order of 
the General, they entrenched 
chemfelves, being apprehenfive of 
the French coming upon them. 
Here we had a large Stock of 
Cattle and Horfes ; many a Bul- 
Jock was fold for a Bottle of 
Brandy, and many a Horfe for a 
Dram. This was the Rendcz- 
vous and Landing-Place for the 
Sailors, who were afhore in large 
Bodies to affiftin drawing the 
Cannon. We were here left {o 
bare of Men, that we had not 
Parties enough to hinder the Sailors 
from plundring and burning the 
Villages, which was centrary to 
the Orders and Intention of the 


General ; in fhort, they fired every 
Village they came at, and made 
a general Defolation throughout 
the whole Country. 

Wednefday, OGober 1. The 
Troops being embarked, we 
failed from Quimperlie, as we 
imagined, towards England. We 
had a {trong Gale at S. W. which 
held us all that Night, moft of 
the Ships crowding to get clear 
of the Land; next Morning we 
could but juft difcern the Fleet 
from our Maft Head, but the 
Admiral had ordered a Man of 
War to cruize for us, which 
brought us into another Bay in 
France, called Quiberon ; when 
we anchored there, we found that 
five of the Ships with Troops on 
board were mifling ;  notwith- 
ftanding which, the Troops land- 
ed OGobar the 4th on the Pen- 
infula called Quiberon, and with- 
out any Oppofition ; there were 
not above four French People to 
be found ; all got off with the 
moft valuable of their Effects. On 
this Peninfula were a great many 
Villages, where the Troops 
quartered. After raifing a Bat- 
tery on the Neck of Land, to 
defend the Pafs, deftroying the 
Caitle, burning the Villages, 
Tuining eighteen Pieces of Can- 
non, and burning a Parcel of 
French Sloops and fmall Craft, 
we retreated unmolefted, though 
oppolite to us the French were 
13,000 ftrong, and we had not 
above 2000 cft.étive Men afhore. 
Juft as we got to Quiberon, the 
Exeter Man of War drove a large 
French Man of War of fixty-four 
Guns afhores one of the fineft 
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Ships in d@’Anville’s Squadron. 
By a Journal that was taken a- 
board, we find, that the French 
- Squadron was feparated in a Gale 

of Wind, and that this Man of 
War was employed to bring home 
the Sick. The Engagement was 
very hots the French Ship lott fo 
many of their Hands, that they 
had not ! ime to bury them, but 
left them upon Deck ; there was 
aGale of Wind fprung up, which 
obliged the Exeter to leave the 
Ship after the was afhore, the 
Admiral fent two or three {mall 
Craft to take Care of her; fome 
Men belonging to the Poft-Boy 
Tender, as we hear, being cu- 
rious to know what was within 
her, “tis imigined, found a 
Treafure, and aiierwards fet Fire 
to her, and fhe was burnt to the 
Water’s Edge 3 there was got 
out of her, eighteen Pieces of 
Brafs Cannon ; and a great Num- 
ber of fick and wounded Sailors 
were found afhore. 

The Admiral, whilft we lay 
at Quiberon, made himielf Ma- 
fter of two Iflands, one called 
Hunat, the other Hydea. Upon 
thefe Iflands were two flrong 
Forts, which we have blown up, 
deftrpyed their Cannon, took fe- 
veral Prifoners, deitroyed a Num- 
ber of Cattle, and fhot many 
Horfes. The Sailors having the 
chief Hand in this, o¢calioned 
much Diverfion, for after they 
had made themfelves Matters of 
the Forts, every Zack took his 
Horfe, and difcharged his Piece 
among the Cattle, that it was 
a fecond Engagement, and full 
as dangerous in being near their 


Firing as that of the Enemy 5 
Balls flew about promifcuoufly 
over the whole Ifland. Thefe, 
Sir, being all the Particulars that 
I can recollect, the Imperfeéti- 
ons of fo tedious a Scrawl, as it 
is my firft Campaign, I hope you 
will excufe.

SIR, 


T is fad that the Sadducean, 
or rather atheiiccal Dens ing 
of Spirits, and their Appariuons 
and Poifeflions of Pericns, fhould 
jo far prevail as t find 1 does at 
preient: Bat why fheuld we 
wonder at it, in fuch an Age of 
Infidelity as this 3 fince thofe who 
will not believe and the 
Prophets, we know, will not be 
convinced, though one thould rife 
from the Dead. Butior me, may 
tieaven ever defend me from fuch 
Hardnefs of Heart ; and indeed, 
i account it no {mali Niercy to 
me, that I have bad fignal Proof, 
and even cecular Demonitrauon 
of the Truth of a real and certain 
Poffeffion of Spirits, which I pro- 
pote a Reiation of, as the Bufinefs 
of this Letter. 

There was fome Years fince, 
ia the Town of Dunce in the 
Mers, a poor and ignorant Wo. 
man, who was zeneraily believed 
to be poficfled by an evil Spirit ; 
I my felf often faw her and never 
doubted it, and I well remember 
that the Miniiier of the Place, a 
learned, an ingenious, and a 
gocly Man, made no Scruple 
ming the fame to all Perfons 
and himielf often vifited her, and 
readily attenced Strangers, who 
were defirous of the fame Satif- 
faction. 

This pious Gentleman, even 
went fo far as to apply to the 
King’s Privy Council, to whom 
he alfo brought the written At- 


teflations of twenty neighbouring 
Minilters to the Truth of the 
Fa@t, for a Warrant to keep 
Days of Humiliation for her ; the 
Power of certain Bithop:, how. 
ever, hindring at that iime, any 
fuch Fafts to be kept, prevented 
this gocly Intention. 

‘l hefe Perfons moreover, were 
not to be made to believe, that 
this was a .eal Pofleflion, I won- 
Ger not indeed, at thefe Gentile. 
mens Disuelief of Poffefiions in 
general, if they have feen what I 
myfe.t have, of the Baienefs and 
Koguery of the Church of Rome, 
in toeir Tricks of this Sort, in 
order to make a Merit or Miracle 
in difpofleliing, but think they 
might have given a fuwler Credit 
to this, Where there were the 
Atteftations of fo many gedly 
Perfons to the Truth of a Faét, ~ 
and no Intent of a fham difpof- 
felling, or any other Deceit. 

As to the pretended French 
Miracles of this Sort; ] was my- 
felf, I remember, at Loudon, at 
the Time when there were a 
thoufand ftrange Stories reported, 
and Books written alout the Pol- 
feflions of the Loudon Nuns; and 
being defirous to be an Eye Wit- 
nels of the Yrath, 1 went co fee 
them,not doubting, but thar it Was 
potlibie for the Devil to pofiels a 
Nun as Well as any other Perfon. 
Bui alas! 1 was tt:angely difap- 
pointed, for this was no other 
than a Trick, nor did I fee any 
thing there, but a Company of 
wanton Wenches pretending (0 
be pofleffed, finging many bawdy 
Songs in French, and playing 4 
thoufand odd indecent ‘I'ricks, 
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in which, however, though they 
had been well taught; they were 
nothing to compare to our Tum- 
blers and Rope Dancers; and 
one of them with the Letters 
I.H S. and MARIA JOSEPH 
on her Hand, which they toid 
us were written by Miracles, but 
wnch, | am confident was done 
only by 4gua fortis, I was quite 
tired with this Foolery, and {poke 
my \tind about it pretty freely in 
the tiearing of a certain Jefuit, 
who ill, however, afirming that 
theie were actual Poiiethons, I 
deliredt Leave to ipeak to them in 
a diflerent Language, and was 
promaifed by the holy Fatner, that 
I fhould be aniwered in the tame, 
but when I told him I fhould 
fpezk in a Language that neither 
he nor any there would under- 
fiand, he told me very gravely, 
that perhaps thefe Devils had not 
travelied. On this I lete the 
Place with a proper Contempt, 
and heard -aiterwards in the 
Town, that the whole was in 
Reality a Cheat, and the main 
Intent of it was to prove Wiich- 
craft upon an innocent Perfon the 
Curate of the Place, whofe Name 
was Cupif,; who had been con- 
verted from their Religion, and 
woom at iait they burnt for a 
Wizard. 

Not long after this, determined 
to know te J ruth or Palichood 
of another famous Story of this 
kind, I went to diwerp to fee 
a Number of pofit fled Perfons as 
they were calied, exorcifed ; but 
in Truth, all that | faw there 
was a Number of grofs Dusch 
Wenches fuffer Exorcifm very 


Hand, 
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patiently, and belch moft roar- 
ingly, fo that if they were pof- 
feff.d with Devils, they feemed 
to be very windy Devils, but to 
me they appeared only poflefled 
with a large Morning’s Draught 
of too new Beer, Some tew of 
them did, indeed, make much 
Squeaking and Refiltance before 
they would adore the Hoft held 
up to them by the Prieil, but all 
l wondered at in this, Was the 
moniirous Blafphemy of the 
orcifer in faying to the pretended 
Devil. * Profiatim adaradis crea- 
torem tuum quem digitis tened. 

If thefe Bithops, iay, nad 
feen thefe pretended Pofieiiions, I 
cannot wonder at their not readily 
believing a real one; but had 
they been Eye Witnefles, as [ 
myieif was, of what (.o return to 
my Story from this iong Digref- 
fion) IL am going to relate to 
you, Lam very fure they would 
no longer have doubted the Cer- 
tainty of it. 

The Report, in fhort, of the 
ftrange Things our Scotch Wo- 
man uttered, being now fpread 
over all the Country; amonga 
Number of neighbouring Genie- 
men; my old Friend Sir ames 
Forbes, who lives in the North 
of Scotland, being accidentally 
then at and meeting 
there with the Minifler of a 
neighbouring Place, intreated him 
to go with him to fee her, and 
brought him with tuat Intent to 
my Fathers Houle, which was 
within ten Miles of the Place 
where fhe lived, where I made 
one of their Pariy, : nd the next 
Day we went together to her. 


* Thou fealt profrate, adore thy Creator whom I now hold in my 
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We found her, as the poorer 
Sort thereabout generally are, a 
poor ignorant Creature, who had 
never been taught fo much as to 
read; and {pent fome Time in 
Converfation * together without 
feeing any Thing of what we 
expecied, for the Woman fhewed 
no Signs of any Thing extraor- 
dinary ; the Minifter on this al- 
moit out of Patience, fays to the 
Knight in Latin, * Nondum audi- 
wimus fpiritum loguentem. And 
on this immediately there iffued 
out of the Woman’s Mouth a 
Voice in thefe Words, + Audis 
fogusntem, audis loquentem, ‘This

Sir, Cardigan, Nov. 4.1746. 
per you may be furprized 
at a Letter, dated from this 
Place, not fuppofing that your 
Works reached fo far ; bat I af- 
fure you, weconftantly read them, 
and cannot help doing the futlice 
to the Wei Tafle, to acquaint 
you, that we are very much en- 
tertained with them. I don’t 
know, whether what Iam going 
to write you Word of, falls pro- 
perly in your Way or not; but 
# it does not, you have no Occa- 
Otherwife, 
give you here an Opportunity of 
being, I believe, the firft Infor- 
mer of your Townfmen of the 
Approach of a new Shew. There 
is, in fhort, a Perfon coming 
from hence to London, who Calls 
himfelf the Man-Offrich ; intend- 
ing to fhew himfelf for a Sight, 
as he can do like the Offrich, 
eat and digeft Iron; at leait, fo 
he fays. 
The Man’s Name is Reeves 
Williams, he is a labouring Man 
upon a {mall Spot of our Family- 


‘Eftate, not far from hence ; he is 


a flout hale Fellow, very ruddy 
complexion’d, and about 27 
Years of Age: It is but of lace 
he has taken to this kind of hard 
Meat; but at a Meeting of the 
neighbouring Gentry a For.night 
ago, I myielf faw him, for our 
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Sixpence a-piece, fwallow four 
Pieces of Iron, of an Inch and 
quarter long, and three quarters 
of an Inch broad, and of confi- 
derable Thicknefs. Thefe he 
had had made by the Smith in 
the Town to fit his Throat, and 
always carries fome of them about 
him ; but befides thefe he fwal- 
lows Stones, Coach-Nails, Half- 
pence, and many other things of 
this kind. I need not mention 
any more Particulars, for you will 
foon have him in Lozdon, if his 
Change of Diet does not kill him 
fiiit: And all I have to add is, 
that you need not doubt the 
Truth of this Relation; for, I 
am fure, there is no Deceit in it, 
becaufe 1 put two of the Pieces of 
Iron myfelf into his Mouth.

[am very much obliged to 
this Gentleman for his Letter ; 
every thing is properly in my 
Way, which is likely to enters 
tain my Readers, and as to the 
Truth of the Account, I make 
no Queition of it. Many things 
of a like kind have been known, 
and one much more remarkable 
than this has been fome Years 
fince fo well attefted, and that by 
fuch eminent and skilful Perfons, 
and thofe Eye-witnefles of all 
they related, that the Story, in 
all us Circumitances, tho’ {cem- 
ing very imprcbable, is certainly 
true, and well worth a Place 
here ; not as a Confirmation of 
the Poffibility of what is related 
by this Gentleman, but as a yet 
more remarkable Fact of the 
fame 
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fix fmaller Nails, a large, long 


fame Kind. The Story is 


this. 
In the Year 1708, there died 


at Offend a Perfon who had been 
an Idjot from his Birth, he had 
all his Life accuftomed himfelf 
to {wallow large Morfels, Glut- 
ton-like, and without chewing. 
This had, by long Cuftom, wi- 
dened his Throat in fuch a man- 
ner, that he at leng'h fwallowed 
things, even incredible to have 
got down that Way, and by this 
Praétice finally occafioned his 
Death. For fome confiderable 
Time before his Death, he was 
never known to fleep a Wink, 
tho” compelled to goto Bed, and 
harrafs’d and fatigued before- 
hand on purpofe, was always ob- 
ferved to eat three times as much 
as another Perfon, and when rav- 
ing and furious, as he would at 
times be, always grew quiet on 
the Approach of Meat. 

He dy’d at 33 Years of Age, 
and his Brother, in whofe Houfe 
he lived, defired his Body to be 
opened, that he might find the 
—Occafion of his Deata, which had 
been preecded by Vomnitings of 
Blood, and fome other remark- 
able Symptoms. And the Sur- 
geon, who performed this, found 
his Stomach very much contrac- 
ted and ponderous, and on open- 
ing it, took out the following 
things, which he wrote a Cata- 
logue of on the Spot, and left 
figned with his own Hand, and 
that of four other Witnefles.—- 
The Things found in his Sto- 
mach were nine Cart-wheel Nails, 
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Iron Screw, two Pair of Com- 
pafles, the one having a Circle of 
two Inches Diameter, a middle 
fiz’d Key, a large Iron Pin, as 
thick as a Man’s Thumb, and 
four Inches long, witha Ring at 
the End of it, another of Brafs 
much f{maller, the Handle of an 
ron Spring-knife, the upper and 
lower End of a Brafs Pummel of a 
Sea-coal Grate, weighing nine 
Ounces, and a bro:d Piece of 
Lead weighing three Ounces and 
ahalf: The whole confifting of 
28 Pieces, and weighing between 
two.and three Pounds. Some of 
thefe things had been loft, and 
mightily fearch’d after by his 
Brother fome time before, and 
they were all found bundled toge- 
ther, with their great Ends one 
way, and the {mall Ones all to- 
gether the other; none of the 
Pieces were found polifhed, but 
the Iron ones much eroded, ef- 
pecially the Knife, which had 
lain in his Stomach 8 Months, 
and was quite eaten through in 
two or three Places. 

Thefe Things the Fellow had 
found no prefent Inconvenience 
from the {wallowing of 3 but as 
they were afterwards the evident 
Caufe of his Death, I cannot but 
think ic Honefily in me to tell 
this poor Fellow this Gentleman. 
fends me an Account of, that he 
had better return to his Plough 
and Cart, than deftroy himfelf 
by this new Way of getting 
Moncy.

But if this be the Dittraion 
of an unjutt and arbitrary Prince, 
What worfe than Madnefs mink 
poffeds the Breait of the Alerce- 
nary engaged for Eread in this 
Purfuit! Engaged thus to give 
Up and expoie to every Langer 
his Time, his Reit, b 
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and Life for another? To give 
up himfelf to lofe his Limbs, to 
perith, and that moft miferably, 
to be burnt, cut, or torn to-pleces, 
or trodden under the Hoofs of a 
thoufind Horfes ; and all to ferve 
the Paffion of another, and that 
on a Caufe, which ten to one but 
he knows to be unjuil, and who 
he knows has fo little Care for 
him, that if he fees him fall in 
his Service, will rather make him 
the Footfiep to mount his Horfe 
from, than order him a Burial !

But if there be yet 
any Curiofity remaining in the 
Publick about him, 1f their No- 
tions of him are not abiolutely 
fixed, they may be pleafed to 
know, thae without the Help of 
Fiction znd Romance, his Hiltory 
my appear very curious and en- 
tertaining ; and till they can fee 
it more at large, and in the fan.e 
Form with that of a Reverend 
Prelate’s Hitory of his own 
Times, they may very fafely 
rely on the Fudts delivered in the 
following Pages, in which there 
is nothing either exaggerated or 
extenuated to the beit of the 
Writer’s Knowledze. 

Simon Frafer wis the fecond 
Son of Thoms Frafer of Beaufort, 
by a Daughter of the Laird of 
M- Lead, and confequently is de- 
fe-nded both by Father and Mo- 
ther, from as ancient and as ho- 
nourable Families as any in the 
Kingdom which gave him Birth. 

He was born a few Years atter 
the Reftoration of King Charles 
the Second, and in point of E- 
ducation, received that which is 
ufual in Scotland, and nothing 
more, But if he was no clote 
Studeut, he applied himfelf dii- 
gently to his Exercifes, and wa 
in thofe Days thought to have 
the Addrefs and Manners of a 
Gentleman, on FElorfeback and 
on Foot.

His Opinions about Covern- 
ment did not hinder him from 
accepting a Commiflion fome 
Years after the Revolution, m 
which it 1s prefumed, that he be- 
haved as well as other Gentie- 
men of Family in the Regiment 
in which he ferved, and he mizgh¢ 
pofibly have rifen to confiderable 
Commands in the Army, if his 
Family Concerns had not put it 
out of his power to continue tn 
a military Courfe of Life. It is 
known to be the Cuttom of Scor-

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which, if the Fra/ers concurred, 
this might perfuade him that he 
could not be miftaken, and con- 
fequently, he might do all he 
did, without having any of thofe 
bafe and difhonourable Views, 
which prefent themfelves to Peo- 
pie’s Minds, when they hear a 
Ravifher named. 

His Enemies indeed, who were 
actuated by no better Principles, 
forced him into not only this, 
bat into his being an Enemy to 
the Government. The Rape 
was the only Expedient to pre- 
venta Match,by which a haughty 
and ambitious Enemy would o- 
therwife have brought on hisRuin, 
and prevented theHappineds of his 
Clan: And the Accufations of a 
forced Marnage with the Lady 
Dowager Lovat are evidently 
falfe, fince that Lady, when he 
was driven out of his Country, 
and forced to fly for his Life, 
voluntarily made herfelfthe Com- 
panion of all his Dangers and 
Misfortunes, and in the Midit of 
them, infifted on a fecond So- 
lemnization of the Marriage. 
His Enemies therefore drop’d all 
their Clamours on this Head ; 
but for the Rape, and under Pre- 
tence of his levying War by 
yaifing his Clan in Refiftance of 
their Defigns, procured thofe 
Orders againit him, that forced 
him to become an Enemy to the 
Government. 

It is an old Saying, and like 
moit old Sayings founded in 
Truth, that when we are at 
Rome, we mutt do as they do at 
Rome, andtherefore Captain Fra- 
Jer, when he was thus compell’d 
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to take Refuge under the Pre- 
tender in France, not to be idle, 
was obliged to have Recourfe to 
thofe who could ferve him there, 
His applying himfelf to the 
French Minitters anfwered his 
Ends very effectually ; but as his 
Correfpondence with them could 
not be long concealed from the 
Earl of Middleton, who was at 
the Head of the oppofite Fatti- 
on, he did not fail to do all in 
his Power to ruin the Captain’s 
Credit, to expofe himas a Man 
culty of the greateft Crimes, as 
one who had injured a potent 
Family in Scotl-nd, beyond Re- 
paration or Pardon, whom there- 
fore it would be dangerous to 
truft, and very imprudent fo 
much as to countenance; fo that 
now he was in as great Langer 
in France, as he could have becn 
in Scotland; and thofe who are 
acquainted with human Nature, 
cannot blame him for the Steps 
he took for his own Prefervation. 

The firit thing he did, wes to 
open the Eyes of the Frexch Mi- 
nillers, with Refpect to the Pof: 
ture of Affairs in Scotind, which 
was a very difficult thing to do, 
{ince they were at that time fo 
perplexed, that neither the Exg- 
lib or the French Court knew 
what to make of them.

Accordingly a Set of Ar- 
ticles were d:awn up and fent htm, on the 
King of Sardmia’s Part, and were accept- 
ed and ficned by both Parties before Mid- 
night. In Confequence thereof, one oF 
the Gates was immedistely configned to 
the Sardintan Grenadiers, and the Place 
itfelf intirely evacuated by the Enemy 
the next Morning. ‘The Garrifon con- 
Gfted of 270 Spaniards, and 218 French-

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men, whoa'l, toth S. Idiers and Odikess,. 
have engaged by thew Capitulation and 
their Parcle, not to forve ag inft the King 
of Saratri: or his Allies, fer the Term of 
12 Months, and were a Day or two after 
tran‘ported by Sea to Antibes. By the 
RecuStion cf Vika Franca, an excellent 
Port is opened to his Britannic Majefty’s 
Ships and accordingly Commod. Hughes 
arrived there the Night before Jatt with 
the Eff x, Bedford, and Terrible Sloop, 
tagether with the whole Convoy of War- 
like Stores, and Mutitary Cheft for the 
Impettal Army. The Nonfuch and An- 
tclope, which hive been left at Vado, 
with a Convoy for the King of Sardinia, 
are expected to arrive every Hour. At 
the fame Tim: © mmodore Hughes ar- 

tived 
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rived at Villa Franca, his Britannic Ma- 
jetty’s Ship the Chatham, which had been 
eruizing for feveral Days off Cape Ga- 
roupe, was towed into Port quite difabled, 
having loft her Main Maft, and near foun- 
der’dat Sea, The Imperial Infantry con- 
tinue daily to arrive, and fince the 4th 
Infient the Regiments of Roth, Daun, 
and Stzremberg have joined us 3 two more 
are expected by the 14th or 16th, which 
will compleat the body of Infantry at firft 
defigned for this Expedition; but it 1s 
thought that Marquis Betta will add fome 
more Battalicns and ancther Regiment of 
Dragoons. The Head of the Imperial 
Cavalry was to be on this Side Cont on the 
13th. and will move forward as foon as 
the infantry has all paffed the Var; and 
we fholl probably, in a Day or two, puth 
forward a B dy to the other Side, and e» 
fiablith our Bridge upon that Liver, for 
which every Thing is ready. There is no 
Reafon to apprehend any Oppofition on 
the Part of the Enemy, as they have 
broken up the Camp they had on the 
other Side within thefe two or three 
Days, and, by our Intelligence, are with- 
drawing farther into the Country in two 
feparate Bodies, Part towards Antibes, 
and Part towards Vencee. ‘The Infant 
Don Philip is already removed to A;les, 
very much indifpofed with a Tertian A- 
zue; and by all Accounts we receive, 
there 1s great Rea‘on to believe the Spa- 
niards wil! by no Means concur in the De- 
fence of Provence, but wil, upon our 
Approach, haften to joia their Cavalhy, 
which ts all but two Regiments arrived 
i Savoy. We had News three Days 
ago, that General Brown had of a fudden 
been taken fo violently ill at Genoa, 
that he could not poffibly attend the 
Command of the Army ; but by fubfe- 
guent Letters from the Imperial Quarters 
at San Pierre d’Arena we are a(ffured, 
that he was fo far recovered, that he 
would fet cut for Nice this Day or To- 
morrow on board his Britannic Majefty’s 
Ship the Liverpool, which has been at- 
tending him at Genoa, and is expected 
hexe on Sunday or Monday, when it is 
thougbt every thing will be fettled ; and 
as foon as that is done, the King of Sar- 
dinia will leave the whole under his 
Command, and return to Turin, In the 
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mean while the Sardinian Battalionss 
which are not defigned for Provence, are 
marching back to Savona, in onder tg 
befiege the Cafile in Form. All the 
Preparations for this Operation are fo far 
advanced, that as foon as the Troops or- 
dered thither, are arrived, which will be 
about the 24th Infant, the Trenches 
will be opened, and the Work carried on 
with the utmoft Vigour and Diligence, 
We juft now hear, that the French and 
Spaniards are embarking all the Maga- 
zines they had at Antibes, with moft Part 
of their Artillery and Stores for Toulon ; 
and that fix Battalions and a Regiment of 
Dragoons di{mounted, being Part cf the 
Spanith Troops, have likewile been 
barked fome Nights ago; but it is not faid 
whether for Spain or Neples, 
GERMANY, 

Munich, Now. 21, N.S. The Court 
has received Advice from Bonn, that the 
Elector of Cologn was upon the Point 
of fetting cut for Duffelderf, to pay a vi- 
fitto the Elector Palatine, from which 
Place his Highnefs propoies to come to 
Mergenthal about the End of this Month, 
and trom thence hither. 

Berlin, Nov. 22, N.S, The Impe- 
rial Minifter Count Bernes, is to have 
Audience of the King of Proffia on Thurfs 
day next, the 24th Inflant, bis Majefty 
being expected in ‘own to-morrow. The 
Duke of Wertemberg’s Minifler, Baron 
Keller, is ordered to repair to Stutgard, 
for which place he propotes to fet out the 
Jatter end of this Week. 

Hamburgh, Naw. 23, N.S. A few 
Days fince the 100,000 Florins, which 
this Town was bicught to grant to the 
Emperor, partly as a irce Gift, and part- 
ly as an advenced fum, upon their future 
Contingent of Roman Months, were re- 
mitted to Vienna, end the Payment af- 
figned at three feveral Terms, The Syn- 
dic Surland, and the Counfellor Rumpff, 
are named as Deputies to the Imperial 
Court, and propofe to fet cut for Vienna 
before the new Year, 

Lague, Nov. 29, N.S, To-morrow 
the States of Holland open their Affem- 
bly. By our Advices from Paris, the 
late Report of the Paffuge of the Var, 
was either premature, or at moft, only 
true of fome advanced detachments. The 
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fame Advices mention, that the Spanith 
Troops were in march towards Aix, at 
which Place were the Infant Don Philip, 
and the Duke of Modena: That upon 
the 16th, the Head-Quarters of the 
French were at Grace: ‘hat the Pave-

YNomrersTic OccuRRENCES. 


Friday, November 21. 
R. Ratcliffe was brought from the 
Tower, under a {trong Guard to 
the King’s Bench Bar, and his former 
Sentence read to him (he being concerned 
inthe Rebellion in the year 1715:) He 
told the Chief Juftice of the King’s Bench 
(when he called him Charles Ratcliff) 
that his Name was not Charles Ratcliffe, 
but was Earl of Derwentwater by birth 
and Title ; that he was an Officer in the 
King of France’s Service, and had his 
Commiffion in his Pocket, and that he 
knew no fuch Man as Charles Ratcliffe. 
He defpifed the Court and their Proceed- 
ings, and behaved in every refpect inde- 
cent, and even rude and ienfelefs: He 
was in Court the Space of an Hour, and 
was then taken from the Bar, and re- 
manded back to the Tower. ‘The Court 
ordered that he fhould be brought again 
on Monday next 3 and in the snean ume 
a Jury is to be impannelled, and Evi- 
dences to attend, in order to prove him 
to be the identical Perfon who was con- 
ceined in the aforefaid Rebellion, and 
that he was outlawed, and efcaped out of 
Newgate. 

After he was bsought from the Ccurt 
of King’s Bench, he was condutted to 
the King’s Arms Tavern in Palace Yard, 
till his Majefty was gone to the Houte of 
Peers, and from thence was conveyed to 
his Apartments in the Tower. ° 

And on Monday, November 24, he 
was brought up to the Bar of the Court 
of King’s Bench, and egiin arraigned ; 
but refufed to hold up his Hand, or ac- 
knowledge any Jurifdittion over him, but 
that of the King of France; infifting on 


a Commiifion he had in his Pocket from 
the French King, and appealing to his 
Sicilian Majefty’s Minifter, who was pre- 
fent with him in Court, for the Authen- 
But on 


ticknefs of that Commiffien ; 


hearing his formes Indi€tment and Com 
viton, which were read to him in En- 
glith, he faid he was not the Charles Rats 
cliffe therein named, but that he was the 
Earl of Derwentwater, and his Council 
informed the Court, that this wss the 
Plea he relied on. ‘To which the At- 
torney-General replied, with an Aver- 
ment of his being the fame Charles Rat- 
cliffe ; and thereupon Iffue was joined. 
Then the Council for the Prifoner moved 
to put off his Trial, upon his own Affi- 
davit (to which he had fub{crib’d himfe!f 
the Count de Derwentwater) that two of 
his materia) Witnefles, naming them, 
were abroad, without whofe Teftimony 
he could not fafely go to Trial. ‘To which 
Affidavit the Council for the Crown ob- 
jected, as not being entitled in the Cavte 
before the Court, nor the two Witneifes 
{worn to be material, in the then 
joined between the King and the Prifoner 5 
and alfo, becaufe the Piifoner had not fo 
much as undertakea to fwear for himfeif 
thet he was not the Perfon, which, as it 
was a Fa‘t entirely in his own Knowledge, 
ought to be required of him, if he would 
entiue himfelf to this Favour from the 
Court 3 this being a Proceeding very dif+ 
ferent from the Trial upon a Not guilty, 
in an Original Profecution ona Charge of 
High Treafon, or other Crime, the Hens 
tity or the Perfon being the fingle Fact to 
be enguired of, and a Cafe in which the 
Crown had a Right by Law to proceed in 
infianter. Wpon this, the Prifener a- 
mended his Amidavit as tothe Witnefles, 
but 1efufed to fupply it fo far as to fwear 
he was rict the fatnme Perfon. And the 
Coyrt faid this was a now Precedent, there 
being no Inftance of any Applicaticn to 
put off the Trial of a Quefion of this 
Sort hefore ; and chat this was like an 
Inqueft of Office, in crder-to inform the 
Conicience of the Court, and what the 
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Public had a Right to proceed in inftanter, 
And therefore that the Prifoner ought to 
give all reafcnable Satisfaétion to induce 
them to grant fuch a Favour as the Pri- 
loner defired ; for that they could not in 
Confcience and Juftice to the Public, in- 
dulge him, without a reafonable Satis- 
f.étion, that his Plea was true. But the 
Prifoner ftill refufing to fwear to the 
Lruth of his Plea, the Jury were called, 
and after two or three of the Pannel had 
been fworn, Mr. Ratcliffe challenged the 
next that was called, as of right, with- 
out affigning any Reafon ; but upon De- 
bate of the Queftion, How far he had a 
Right to challenge ? the Court faid it had 
been determined before in all the latter 
Cafes, and particularly in the Cafe of one 
Jordan ; that the Prifoner in fuch a Cafe 
as this had no peremptory Challenge : 
Upon which the reft of the Jury were 
fworn, and after a clear Evidence of the 
Identity of the Perfon on the Part of the 
Crown, the Prifoner producing none on 
his Part, the Jury withdrew about ten 
Minutes, and then found their Verdiét, 
that he was the fame Charles Ratcliff that 
was convicted of Treafon in the Year 
1715. Then the Attorncy-General mov- 
ed to have Execution awarded againft the 
Prifoner on his former Judgment ; to 
which the Prifoner’s Council objected, 
tendering a Plea of Pardon by Act of Par- 
liament, in Bar of Execution. But the 
Court faid, as he had already pleaded fuch 
a Plea as he chofe to rely on and ftand 
by, and as that was found againft him, 
nothing more remained for them to do at 
prefent, but to award Execution ; and if 
his Council had any thing to offer on his 
Behalf, they would have Time to do it 
before the Day of Execution, and order- 
ed a Rule to be made for the proper Writs 
for his Execution at Tyburn on the 8th 
of next Month, and remanded the Pri- 
foner to the Tower. 

Mr, Ratcliffe is a Gentleman about five 
Foot ten Inches high, rather upwards of 
fifty ; he appeared very gay, being dreffed 
in Scarlet, faced with Black Velvet, and 
Gold Buttons, a Gold laced Waiftcoat, 
Bag Wig, and Hat and white Feather 5 
he behaved very un-gentleman-like to 
Governor Williamfon, as alfo to Mr. 
Sharpe, for writing a Letter direCted by 
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the Name of Ratcliffe ; he alfo faid, that 
he was a Subjeét of the King of France, 
and would acknowledge no other ; that 
he had had no’Opportunity of confulting 
any Perfon to make his Defence, and de- 
fired Time to write to his Mafter.

felves obliged in Honour, as well as fu- 
ftice, to make him Satisfaétion, as far as 
it is inour Power. And as the Injury 
we did him was of a public Nature, we 
do in this public Manner declare, that we 
are now fatisfed the Refleétions caft upon 
him in our Refolutions of the 16th and 
2xft of May laft, were unjuft, unwar- 
rantable, and without any Foundation 
whatfoever, and we do afk Pardon of his 
Lordfhip and the Court of Common Pleas, 
for the Indignity offered both to him and

Extra&s from the Fournals ef the L’ Ar- 
dent, who was drove afhore by bis Ma- 
jetys Ship the Exeter, containing an 
Account of the Strength and Proceedings 
of the Squadron under the Command of 
the Duke @Anville. 

April 29, 1746. Came out of Breft in 
Company with five Ships of the Line, and 
18 Frigates, under the Command of the 
Duke d’ Anville ; was obliged to put back, 

May 7. The Duke d’Anville put off 
Breft a fecond Time, with 265 Sail and 
i2 Barks to be convoyed to Port Louis. 

Fuly 5. Saw 12 Sail to Windward a- 
bout four Leagues, fteering to the North- 
ward, Lat. 45. 49. Long. 7. 16. 

July 6. At fix this Morning the Perle 
hoifted a blue Flag, and fired three Guns 
at leaving the Fleet, in order to put into 
the neareft Port, having fuffered much 
by a Gale of Wind in the Morning, in 
which twelve Sail were feparated from us, 
and we are now but 60.

Afternoon we hoifted our Barge out, and 


our Captain went on board the Commo- 
dore, to learn our Deftination, but he re- 
turned as wife as he went, for the Duke 
as yet had not declared where we were 
bound.

18. Sent on board the Commodore to 
afk Provifions for our Sick, 

Received from on board the Annal 
Sophia, S. Cherager, 12 Sheep and 30 
Fowls for our Sick, purfuant to an Order 
from our General ; he has no Sick, and 
we have about Threefcore, the greateft 
Part of which have the Scurvy.—Told
